About 7:34 a.m. on October 9 ,  1986, two c h a r t e r  i n t e r c i t y  t o u r  buses,  
operated by E .  Vanderhoof and Sons Bus Company (Vanderhoof), were t r a v e l i n g  
westbound i n  t h e  r i g h t  l ane  on S t a t e  Route (SR) 495 i n  North Bergen, New Je r sey ,  
en rou te  t o  Washington, D . C .  As t h e  westbound buses approached t h e  Kennedy 
Boulevard e x i t  on SR 495, the second bus suddenly veered le f tward  i n t o  the  
ad jacent  l a n e ,  s t r u c k  t h e  l e f t  r e a r  of  a passenger c a r  t r a v e l i n g  i n  t h a t  l ane ,  
then crossed i n t o  t h e  eastbound contraf low l ane ,  and s t r u c k  a t r a n s i t  bus en 
route  t o  New York Ci ty .  One bus passenger aboard t h e  t r a n s i t  bus was f a t a l l y  
in jured  and 26 o t h e r  occupants aboard both buses sus ta ined  s e r i o u s  t o  minor 
i n j u r i e s .  1/ 

Although t h e  use of s e a t b e l t s  was not  a causal f a c t o r  in  t h e  acc iden t ,  t h e  
i n v e s t i g a t i o n  revealed t h a t  Vanderhoof had no cu r ren t  po l icy  concerning t h e  use o f  
s e a t b e l t s  by busdrivers  on o f f i c i a l  duty.  The acc ident  bus  was not  equipped with 
s e a t b e l t s  a t  t h e  d r i v e r ' s  s e a t i n g  pos i t i on .  I t  i s  important t h a t  whenever t h e  bus 
i s  moving t h e  d r i v e r  wear t h e  s e a t b e l t .  The a b i l i t y  t o  maintain cont ro l  o f  t h e  
bus i n  an emergency o r  c rash  s i t u a t i o n  i s  se r ious ly  opardized i f  t h e  d r i v e r  i s  

h i t  a l a r g e  schoolbus.  The bus  ran o f f  t h e  road and p a r t i a l l y  overturned.  All 
t h e  bus occupants were injured. The Sa fe ty  Board found t h a t  "the second c o l l i s i o n  
of the bus i n t o  t h e  embankment was caused by l o s s  of d r i v e r  c o n t r o l ;  t h e  nonuse of 
a v a i l a b l e  s e a t b e l t s  by t h e  d r i v e r  prevented t h e  regaining of  cont ro l  ." Thus, t o  
prevent a l o s s  of cont ro l  during an acc ident  Vanderhoof should r e q u i r e  i t s  d r i v e r s  
t o  w a r  t h e i r  s e a t b e l t s  whenever t h e  veh ic l e  i s  i n  motion.

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Therefore, as a result of its investigation, the National Transportation 

Safety Board recommends that the E. Vanderhoof and Sons Bus Company: 

Install seatbelts at the driver's station in all company buses engaged 
in interstate commerce and require all drivers t o  wear them while 
occupying company buses. (Class 11, Priority Action) (H-87-55) 

Also as a result of its investigation, the Safety Board issued Safety 
Recommendations H-87-56 to the Decamp Bus Lines and H-87-57 to the New Jersey 
Department of Transportation. 

The National Transportation Safety Board is an independent Federal agency 
with the statutory responsibility ' I .  . . to promote transportation safety by 
conducting independent accident investigations and by formulating safety 
improvement recommendations" (Pub1 ic Law 93-633). The Safety Board is vitally 
interested in any actions taken as a result of its safety recommendations and 
would appreciate a response from you regarding action taken or contemplated with 
respect to the recommendation in this letter. Please refer to Safety 
Recommendation H-87-55 in your reply.
